Eventhe brave Conqueror of Porto-Bello, had 
he not been well ferv’d could have render’d his Attempt 
iluftrious only by his own Daring and Deftru@ion. kt is 
therefore only againit thofe who have Borough-bought Ships, 
and Conjfcience-jobb’d Commiffions, that I dire&t this Paper ; 
an honeit Officer will approve it, a brave one never can 
refent it, aud the Guilty only can fear its Effeéts. 


Befides the general Rules of all Conftitutions, particular 
Rodies and Communities within a State, ought to have in- 
dependant Powers for the better Regulation of their own 
Concerns. The wife and honeft Ufe of thofe Powers im- 
perceptibly gives Foree and Eafe to thefe inferior Opera- 
tions of Government, upon which thofe of the great Syi- 
tem abfolutely depend.—~ Hence it is that our Ancettors 
have ever encouraged a due Subordination in Trade, in Arts 
and Manufaétures; and in well regulated Communities, 
neither high Quality nor great Property can entitle any of 
its Members to Preference. Each ought to rife to Ho- 
nour and Weight within his own Sphere of Action, not 
by Preeminence of Intereft, bat of Merit; not by the 

tight of his Purfe, but the Tength of bis Experience. Nor 
is there in all civil Polity a Maxim more univerfaily true, 
than that zone know fo well how to command, as thofe who 


dave learn'd to obey. 


It was obferv'd of a great Monarch in this Age, the 
fir Peter of Rufia, who undertook and, in fome Mea- 
fure, compleated the nobleit Defign that ever enter’d into 
the Head or Heart of Man, that had he not been orn, 
he muft have rifex, to Empire. He toil’d thro” every la- 
porious Stage of Life, and experienc’d every Hardthip of

‘The firit, tho’ he is now 
fatally become, in fome Degree, a Part of our Conftitu- | 
tion, is under many Reflri¢tions from Mifbehaviour: His 
Condu& may, at all times, be exrmin’d; his Miftakes, 
whether wilful, defign’d, or accidental, may often be | 
rectity’d, and his Milcarriages fometimes retricv'd: His | 
Command, even fuppofing him at the Head of a Regi- | 
ment, is greatly circum{crib’d, and it is but feldom he | 
happens to be in an'independent Sphere of Adtion. Add to | 
all this, that the Honour, Intereft, and Dignity of the 
Crown and People of Britain cau, in no Cafe, iuffer by | 
Cowardice or Imprudence on Land, in fo great a De- 
gree as By Sea. 


Very different therefore, from all I have obferv'd in the 
Cafe of Iniufficiency in a Sea Officer, who commands one 
of his Majetty’s Ships; fuch a Man when engag’d, or 
likely to be engag’d, ought to know no other Principle 
but that of doing bis Duty, be the Confequence what it «vill. 
His Command 1s often fiperate, and the Execution of his 
Duty always depends on bimfelf. He is inwrutted in main- 
taining that high Charatter by which his Country has be- 
come the Envy and Wonder of Nations, and which, 
fhould fhe forfeit, fhe maft fink into the common Herd 
of other Slaves and Subjefls. Thus, as his Trutt is great, 
fo oughe his Virtue, fo ought his Abilities to be. His 
Miftakes are commonly irretrievable, and his Mifcarriages 
fatal. It is an extenfive, an important Duty. For a 
Government to think that it can be difcharg’d rightly 
without Courage, is the fame as attempting to read with- 
out Eyes.—To imagine that it may be executed without 
Abilities, is to think of breathing without Air. 





That every Tree is known by its Fruit, is a Maxim, e- 
qually true in civil as in religious Matters. While chofe 
withered Slips which have fince prov’d fo barren of Ho- 
nour, fy unproduttive of Glory to this Nation, were in 
grafting by our late Ad——ns upon the N—y, no Man 
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durft venture to pronounce upon the Tree, becaufe he had 
not talted the Fruit —-But now that the ‘I'rce has brought 
forth Ignominy to Orn Ewnotanp in her firtt and favourite 
Charatter, now that it fhoots out into national Contempt, 
public Diitrefs, and unprecedented Micarriages ; what 
Briton bat muft curfe the Hand, what Fag/jSman is 
there who will not deteft the Counfels by which all this 
was effected ? 


In vain fhall the Blood of Re————/ and MM. ue 
prefide over our Naval Bd if the exccutive Part of their 
Office, if that, without which the moft public. {pirited 
Meature muft prove abortive (I mean the Courage and 
Abilities of our Off—rs) fhould continue to be detective.

Guman, Efq; of the Office of ‘Treafurer and Recciver- 
General of Greenwich Ho/pital. 

Neavcaftle, Feb. 2. A poor Woman, in the Parifh of 
Stamtordham in Northumberland went from her Houfe tLe 
24th paft, on which Day there fell the flreateft Quantity of 
Snow that has been ob‘erved here for many Years, and took 
with her three Children in order to feek Charity; but ngt 
being gone 300 Yards from her Houfe, the Cold was fo 
piercing, that one of the Children fat down, and faid, He 
could go no further if he foould perifs ; upon which the 
Woman fcream’d out for Affittance, but received none: 
So that fhe, poor Creature! was the forrowful Beholder of 
the cldeft Child’s dying about ‘Twelve, and the other at 
One o’Clock. The poor Woman having the youngeft 
Child fucking at her Breait, it was preferv’d, but had ‘its 
Aris froze ;-and’tis feared that neither of them will re- 
cover. She was found the next Morning in a deplorable 
Condition. 
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The fame Day Roger Hills, a Labourer in the Counry 
of Durham, brought two Bullocks to this Town ; and on 
his Return home in the Afternoon, was lolt (as {uppos'd) 
on Lanchefter-Fell, and is not yet found, tho’ all diligent 
Search has been made. 

Mahox Harbour, December 8, Vice- Admiral Rowley 
arrived off this Port the 13th palit, with the Fleet under 
his Command, together with the Vittuallers and Store- 
fhips, the moft Part of which got in with him the fame 
Night. Capt, Gafcoigne, and eight Sail, were left without, 
to jee the rei of the Tranfports and Vi€tuallers in before 
him; and by the igthat Nightthey all got in except the 
Nonfech and Chatham, which alfo are fince arrived.

He likewite unk a French Privateer; but in trying to 
fave her People, had tle Mistortene to loofe Mr. Bell, 
his Third Lieutenant, with two of his Men.

Their Polith Majeflies are expected here To morrow. 
Jt is given out to be ip Con!equence of a Vow made by the 
Queen, that their Majeities take this Roud to Dretden ; 
but notwithRacding this, it is well enough undcrttood, 
that the true Reafon was to avoid pafling thro’ the Domi- 
nions of the King of Pruffia; aud yet, not to give that 
Monarch too great Offence, part of their Biggage, and 
fome of thcir Attendants, have aétually taken the toad of 
Breflau. The Queen, our Sovereign, has lately fignified 
her Pleafure, that 11,800 Recruits thould be rais’d m_ this 
Kingdém for her Service; and as the Country fwarms with 
Deferters, if the Officers are permitted to lift them, this 
will be eafily done ; if not, the Wars have ruined fo many 
People, that there will be no great Difficulty in complying 
with the Queen’s Cominands. 

‘There are fome People here, who intimate plainly by 
the Meafures they are taking, that they are apprehenfive 
this Country will become once more the Seat of War, and 
that the King of Pruffia will attempt to vifit us again next 
Campaign ; but the wifer Sort of our Politicians iook upon 
this as very improbable, and conceive, that his Majefty 
will find Employment enough tor his Troops near Hume ; 
inafmuch as it is now very certain, that the Saxons are 
Cetermined to affift the Queen in recovering Silefia, and 
the County of Glatz, which feem clearly reverted to her, 
in Confequence of the late Invafion of this Kingdom, 
contrary to the Treaty of Breflau. the rather con- 
ceive this Notion to be well founded, becaufe it it certain, 
that after what has already pait, his Polith Majetty cannot 
think himielf fo fecure in his own Dominions, if the Pruf 
fian continues peflef'd of thofe Countries Add to all 
this, that the reclaiming and re-conquering them is more 
agreeable to the Pragmatic Sanction, than accepting any 
Kguivalent whatever. 

The Affiir of the Jews, in this Kingdom, remains 
where it did. They have already offer’da vatt Sum of 
Money to the Cou.t of Vienna, without Effet; but, in- 
amuch as they have procured the Interpotition of the 
King of Great Britain, the King of Poland, the States 
General, and other Powers, to intercede for them, it is 
not impofuble, but in the End, they may purchafe Leave 
tu remain; which, however, will coft them dear. As thefe 
People are continually travelling from one Country to ano- 
ther, they arethe fitteit People in the World to be ufed 
as Spies; and as fuch, no doubt, were made ufe-of both 
by the French and Pruffians, with Succefs enough. But 
tnen thefe were only the meaner Sort of People, the moit 
confiderable Jews in this City, having given lively ‘Tetli 
monies of their Loyalty and Relpect to the Qucen, our So- 
vereign. It is likewiie to be contider’d, that, in all Re- 
volutions whatever, thefe poor People are more expofed 
than any other, and are treated not only with Severity, but 
Indignity ; which muit neceflarily make them the more 
Suppliant, and the more ready to obey the Will of a 
(Conqueror; but it feems a little hard, to meafure the Fi- 
delity of a People, by their Behaviour under fuch Cireum 
ftances ; when Inftances of Fidelity could have been of no 
Uf to the Government, and might have fubjected thefe 
poor people to greater Outrages than any they fuffer'd ; 
and yet they were worle treated than the reft of the Inha- 
bitants of this City, asevery body knows,
